How long is a patent good for? 


Since 1790, the U.S. Government has 


been issuing patents to inventors with 
new inventions. In order to be granted a 
patent, your invention will have to be 
something new — it can't be something 
that has been known, used, or patented 
in this or any other country in the past. 


Application for a patent must be 


made within a year of the invention 
being introduced publicly or your right 
to a patent is lost. 


According 
to 
the 
government's 


Patent and Trademark Office, you will 
likely need a patent attorney or patent 
agent to help you with the Intricacies of 
filing for a patent. They suggest you 
check the Dallas telephone directory 
for a classified listing of such attorneys, 
or write to them for a list of registered 
patent attorneys. 


If granted (and this usually takes 


some time), your patent is good for 17 
years. 


Action Line has forwarded you a copy 


of the Patent and Trademark Office's 
booklet, "How to Get a Patent" for 
further information. 


Can you explain why an underpass is 


to be put on S. 4th where the traffic is 
light Instead of 7th where traffic is very 
heavy and considered a main highway? 


Corsicana Mayor H. R. Stroube, City 


Manager Dick Ballenger and city 
commissioners have all previously 
noted the conditions which you find 
objectionable. 


During commission discussions on 


the underpass, it has been pointed out 
that the S. 4th underpass will provide 
access 
to 
South 
Corsicana 
for 


emergency vehicles when trains are 
blocking the streets. This was con- 
sidered to be the main need for the 
under pass. 


S. 4th was chosen because there is 


already a natural grade, only one track 
and a street wholly maintained by the 
city. These last two provisions will keep 
the cost of the project down, according 
to city officials. 


If the city were to build the underpass 


on S. 7th, it would have to meet federal 
guidelines for the project because the 
street is also a federal highway. 
Meeting these restrictions would add 
costs to the project as would elevating 
the tracks at that location. 


Furthermore, city officials say that 


the Cotton Beit has agreed to build the 
temporary bridge at S. 4th at no cost to 
the city while the underpass is being 
constructed, but that the railroad has 
said that the city would have to pay for 
the construction of a temporary bridge 
at any location where there are two or 
more tracks. 


At the last commission 
meeting, 


Commissioner 
Gene Johnson asked 


Ballenger to put the underpass on the 
agenda of the Nov. 1 meeting to give 
everyone interested a chance to speak 
on the issue. 


Why when a child Is 15 or so minutes

he or she is 15 minutes late to school,

The current attendance procedure calls 
for the roll to be taken between 9:30 
and 10:30 a.m. each day, which means 
that a child might be as much as two 
hours late before he would be counted 
absent. 


"If the child is In class or on campus 


at the time of the attendance check he is 
counted as present," Culwell said. 
"There is a penalty for accumulating a 
number of tardies, but the child is not 
counted absent for a day if he is just 
late." 


To count students absent for being 


tardy would penalize the school district 
as much or more than the student, since 
state funding is based on average daily 
attendance, Culwell pointed out. 


There is no penalty, for tardiness or 


absence, if a bus is late to school.

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Beer election may be coming

In the near future Corsicanans may have the opportunity to 


decide again if they want beer sold within the city limits, that is 
if Wayne Johnson has his way. 


Johnson said Tuesday he is planning to file an application with 


County Clerk Clyve Riddels for a petition to call a local-option 
election for the sale of beer in Corsicana. 


Riddels said Jimmy Morris filed an application for a petition 


this week, but it was withdrawn when he told Morris he couldn't 
get three signatures on it. Johnson says he plans to refile the 
application. Morris has been retained by Johnson to help 
prepare the application. 


The petition would be on the sale of beer for off-premise 


consumption only, according to Johnson. 


The last time Corsicana voted on the question of selling beer in 


the city was in 1965. At that time Corsicanans voted down the 
sale of beer by a 687 vote margin (1,768 against and 1,081 in 
favor). 


"I THINK it's a shame Corsicana is missing out on this tax 


money when three miles down the road they're making a 
killing," Johnson said. 


He adds that if voters approve the sale of beer in the city it 


could be the biggest economic boom to the community in a long 
time. He 
said there is nothing in it for him, at the moment. 


Johnson owns the Sack It and Pack It, 2428 W. 7th. 


"I think it's an idea whose time has come and it has been too 


long in coming," Johnson said. 


Johnson said it was time for voters to decide the issue once 


and for all. He adds that there have been a lot of new voters, 
particularly 18-year-olds, who have not had the opportunity to 
decide the issue. 


"I think it's time to get the issue out in the open," Johnson said

Ennis man 
sought for 
Rice murders

RICE — An all points bulletin has been issued for David 


Harold McCallister, 25, of Ennis, in connection with a double 
murder here early Friday morning. 


Dead are Glen Ward, 23, of Ennis and a 25-year-old Ennis 


woman. The name of the woman is being withheld pending 
notification of relatives, according to Deputy Sheriff Grady 
McCall. 


McCall said both victims were shot with a .30-.30 rifle. The 


woman, apparently, was shot twice. The shooting occured 
between 6:15 and 6:30 a.m. today. 


The deputy said there are three witnesses to various parts of 


the incident. One is the five-year-old son of the dead woman, a 
neighbor, and a girl who lives nearby. 


Peace Justice Aubrey Smith has not made a ruling in the case, 


but an autopsy has been ordered. 


McCall said the boy told investigators the suspect and the two 


victims had been "fussing and fighting" prior to the incident. 
The suspect at one point in the argument went out to his car, 
McCall said the boy told him then he returned with a gun. When 
he returned he shot Ward once. 


The boy, according to McCall, said he and his mother then ran 


out of the house to get help from neighbors. The assailant 
followed and grabbed the woman before she got to the neigh- 
bor's house. 


Randy Rawlins, the neighbor, told deputies he heard two shots 


and started to leave his house. As he opened the front door he 
found the boy standing at the door. He told deputies he saw the 
woman and a man fighting in the yard, the man holding a rife. 


Rawlins told McCall he took the boy inside and he then heard 


more shots. When he went back outside he saw a man walk to a 
car with a rifle and drive off. 


McCall said a 
13-year-old girl down the street also saw the 


man walking away with a rifle moments after the shots were 
fired. The deputy added that the arguments between the two 
victims and the suspect had been going on for sometime while 
the three lived in Ennis. 


McCall said Ennis police had been aware of the arguments 


"for some time." He added Ennis had provided information on 
the suspect.

This means that 
Johnson must collect 789 signatures on the peittion within 30 day 
time limit. 


Once completed Riddels must certify that the names on the 


petition are of voters registered to vote in Corsicana. Riddels 
must then present the petition at first regular meeting of 
Commissioners Court. The court, at the time the petition is 
presented shall set a date for the election.

Gillen said that Payton's view

"where the (1973) bond issue 
was defeated by the biggest 
margin." 


"WE IN the Mid-Trinity still 


believe the canal is practical, 
feasible and the best thing for 
all concerned in the basin," 
Gillen said.

Gillen agreed with Payton's 


assessment 
that 
Tennessee 


Colony Lake is the top priority 
item for the TRA and hoped, 
too, the TRA could soon begin 


work on the completion of the 
Wallisville Dam near the mouth 
of the Trinity. 


Payton prefaced his remarks 


by saying that his two-years of 
work on the 
TRA's Basin 


Planning Committee had taught 
him that "there are no simple 
solutions 
to 
the 
basin's 


problems." 


"Realistically," Payton said, 


"a 
functioning 
Tennessee 


Colony Dam is a long way off," 
and he called for action from 
area congressmen to "break the 
log jam" on the Tennessee 
Colony project. 


But, citing an urgent need in 


the mid and lower basin for 
flood relief, Payton also said "It 
is imperative that the Corps (of 
Engineers) 
develop an im- 


proved plan for flood advisories 
and for the coordinated release 
of floodwaters from upstream 
reservoirs." 


Payton said that if the Corps 


does not act soon in this area, 
the TRA will be forced to take 
the initiative.

County will need to stick to budget

Strict management of next year's county budget is the key for 


county fathers to avoid deficit spending in 1978, according to 
County Auditor Elbert Dossey. 


Dossey said the strict management was going to be required 


because there is no longer a surplus, or reserve of funds, for the 
county to fall back on as there has been in the past. 


The hoped-for 115 per cent of the budget "cushion" from the 


70.7 per cent county tax hike, did not materialize. County 
commissioners had hoped the tax hike would allow for several 
projects including an employee tax raise (already approved), 
work on the county jail to bring it in line with some of the new 
state minimum standards, and a start on reappraisal of the 
antiquated county property values. 


DOSSEY SAYS there are three major reasons why money will 


not be available as a reserve. 


1. Expected revenue from 1976 taxes was not as high as 


predicted. 


2. Revenue from the Justice Courts is down considerably from 


the 1976 estimates. 


3. The employee pay raise took a big chunk of the money 


expected to be generated by the raise in taxes. 


"There are no reserves now and there will be none next year 


for the county to rely on," Dossey said. 


The county commissioners budgeted a $127,000 deficit based 


on expected tax and fine revenues. Dossey said 83.9 per cent of 
1976 taxes were collected as opposed to the 86 per cent predicted 
($600,000). Ad valorem taxes brought $589,926 into the coffers. 
Fines from the Justice Courts were expected to be $460,000. 
However, Dossey says, based on the average amount collected 
so far this year, the fine revenues will be down by about $100,000. 


THE AUDITOR says this drop in revenue will raise the ex- 


pected deficit "considerably." Exactly how much higher the 
deficit will go won't be known until the end of this budget year. 


The tax raise puts the 1977 tax levy at $1,135,842, and Dossey 


says he is predicting 84 per cent of that, or $954,107, will be 
collected. 


"Based on the percentage collected last year and the year 


before we're saying we reasonably expect to collect 84 per cent. 
I'm using historical figures because that is the soundest way to 
plan a budget," Dossey said, explaining where the percentage 
figure was arrived at. 


The remaining 16 per cent is not just written off, Dossey says. 
"You have to take into account delinquent taxes, exemptions 


and discounts," says Dossey. 


The delinquent tax collected may be higher next year since 


the commissioner's court hired delinquent tax attorney Ed 
York. 


"But you can't base your income figures on what you might 


get. You have to back up two or three years and see what was 
collected, and work from there. You just have to use historical 
figures,"he says. 


ACCORDING TO Tax Assessor-Collector Jerry Scott, con- 


fusion over who was printing part of the tax roll lead to an overly 
optimistic tax collection estimate and cost the county a lot of 
money. 


He explained that Thomas Y. Pickett, the Dallas appraising 


firm which handles the industrial, gas, and oil interests ap- 
praising task for the county, thought they were supposed to print 
out their own tax roll from their work. Scott said Western Data, 
in Waxahachie, also prints up the entire tax roll for the county, 
including the part covered by Pickett. 


He said it wasn't until after the tax notices went out that the 


duplication was discovered. 


"We don't expect that to happen again this year," Scott said. 
The tax hike will generate $364,180 more than the taxes 


collected for 1976. Earlier in a county budget hearing, Dossey, in 
response to a question from Commissioner Billy Hargrove, said 
$255,000 was going to be generated by the tax raise. 


He said the two different numbers were caused by a misun- 


derstanding over Hargrove's question. 


"I THOUGHT he was asking how much more money would be 


generated by the tax raise over the amount of taxes levied and I 
think he wanted the difference between what we actually 
collected for 1976 and what we expect to collect this year," 
Dossey explained. 


The $364,180 in new revenue the county expects to get will be 


eaten up first by the $127,000 planned deficit, then by the $100,000 
drop in fine revenue and finally by the approximately $70,000 the 
employee pay raise will cost. 


This will leave close to $70,000 to be considered as a cushion. 
"And you can't build a jail with that," Dossey says. 
The county is in no danger of becoming insolvent though, he 


adds, if the budget, as it stands now, is administered with 
"frugality" and strictly followed next year. 
County records 
are being kept 


The record keeping system 


instituted by the county com- 
missioners at the beginning of 
this year is working very well, 
according to County Auditor 
Elbert Dossey. 


Dossey said he made an in- 


spection of all the precinct bars 
then went back and checked 
records 
kept in the 
com- 


missioner's office. 


"I was very pleased to find 


that what I saw and what the 
records 
showed 
matched," 


Dossey says. 


The system basically is a 


record 
of 
gravel, 
lumber, 


culverts, 
gasoline 
and 
oil 


bought by the precincts and a 
record of when and where it 
goes when the material leaves 
the yard. 


Dossey said he made the 


inspections in preparation for 
the outside audit by Main, 
LaFrentz and Co., which he 
says will begin next month. He 
adds, that he plans to make 
another inspection before the 
auditors show up.

science students at NC

students will be aided in their 
courses this year by some 
$18,000 
in 
new 
teaching 


equipment, 
according 
to 


department 
chairman 
Bill 


Rushing. 


"Students will now be able to 


gain more actual hands-on 
experience in the college's 
physics laboratory," Rushing 
said. "Additionally, physics 
students will now be able to 
work in smaller 
laboratory 


groups as well as to perform a 
greater variety of esperiements 
dealing 
with 
physical 


phenomena." 


In addition, the 
physics 


department will offer a course 
in Modern Physics in the spring 
that deals with some of the 
contemporary 
aspects 
of 


physics and some new equip- 
ment will make it possible for 
students 
to 
oerform 
ex- 


periments in areas such as 
nuclear 
physics 
and solar 


energy. 


The biology students will also 


benefit from new equipment, 
Rushing said, including more 
than $3,500 in biology models 
ranging from the microscopic 
Oriental Liver Fluke to a 
detailed model of the human 
arm and shoulder gridle. 


"We realize that microscopic 


plants and animals, as well as 
some parts of the human body, 
are more believable and un- 
derstandable if properly seen," 
Rushing said. 


Other new items of equipment 


include 
an 
environmental 


chamber 
that 
will permit 


students to raise plants and 
small animals under a variety 
of 
controlled 
environmental 


conditions 
for experimental 


studies. 


Additionally, biology students 


will also find more than $3,000 
worth of new visual equipment 
that will help them gain a better 
insight into the world of life, 
Rushing said. Other items 
purchased for biology brought 
the total expenditure for that 
area to more than $9,000. 


Students 
in 
biology this 


semester 
are 
also 
using 


videotaped instruction provided 
as a part of a National Science 
Foundation grant. 


Under that program, 
the 


student can view a videotape of 
which outlines each segment of 
study prior to, during, and 
following 
actual 
classroom 


study of that unit. 


Rushing and 
his staff are 


currently evaluating the ef- 
fectiveness of this teaching aid, 
and Rushing will present a 
paper next month at an in- 
ternational conference on such 
teaching methods.

Committee meets to work 
on Corsicana school goals 


The Central Management Committee, a group of local 


educators, 
parents, 
and administrators 
charged with 


establishing five-year goals for the Corsicana school district, 
met Tuesday to continue work on those goals. 


The group last year circulated a lengthy survey to assess 


community opinion as to what areas CISD should be con- 
centrating on in educating local children. This year, the com- 
mittee will be responsible for issuing the five year goals that 
will, upon approval by school trustees, be forwarded to the 
Texas Education Agency. The local school district will be held 
accountable for meeting the goals established. 


The committee will concentrate its effort on grades kin- 


dergarten through eight, utiliting the results of the Southern 
Association of Secondary Schools' study at CHS — currently in 
progress — as data for grades nine through 12. 


When their work is completed, between two and four major 


program goals will be identified and forwarded to the TEA. 


Tuesday, the committee discussed the procedures to be used 


in the self-study of the elementary grades, and examined a 
system for such a study proposed by the Region XIII Service 
Center in Austin. 


In addition to survey questionnaires which teachers will be 


asked to complete, the group plans to use achievement test 
scores, cognitive abilities test scores, and other data in deter- 
mining the current average level of 
student performance and 


the estimated potential of the students. 


Follow-up data on local high school graduates will also be 


sought as a means of measuring local educational efficiency. 


The committee was asked to study several questionnaires and 


other documents and decide which they felt would aid the 
group's work before the next meeting. 


The committee meets again Nov. 21.

Children from families whose income is at 


or below the levels shown are eligible for 
(free or reduced price meals or free milk). In 
addition, families not meeting these criteria 
but with other unusual expenses due to 
unusually high medical expenses, shelter 
costs in excess of 30 per cent of income, 
special education expenses due to the mental 
or physical condition of a child, and disaster 
or casualty losses are urged to apply. 


Application forms are being sent to all 


homes in a letter to parents. To discourage 
the possibility of misrepresentation, 
the 


application forms contain a statement above 
the space for signature certifying that all 
information furnished in the application is 
true and correct. An additional statement has 
been added to warn that the application is 
being made in connection with the receipt of 
Federal funds, that school officials may, for 
cause, verify the information in the ap- 
plication, and that deliberate misrepresen- 
tation of information may subject the ap- 
plicant to prosecution under applicable State 
and criminal statutes. Additional copies are 
available at the principal's office in each 
school. The information provided on the 
application is confidential and will be used 
only 
for 
the 
purpose of determining 


eligibility. Applications may be submitted at 
any time during the year. 


In certain cases foster children are also 


eligible for these benefits. If a family has 
foster children living with them and wishes to 
apply for such meals and milk for them, it 
should contact the school. 


Under the provisions of the policy Sister M. 


Liam Buckley, principal will review np- 
plications and determine eligibility. If a 
parent is dissatisfied with the ruling of the 
official, he may wish to discuss the decision 
with the determining official on an informal 
basis. If he wishes to make a formal appeal, 
he may make a request either orally or in 
writing to Rev. John Fowler, Rt. 1, Corsicana, 
Tex. 75110 214-874-4473 for a hearing to appeal 
the decision. The policy contains an outline of 
the hearing procedure. 


If a family member becomes unemployed 


or if family size changes, the family should 
contact the school to file a new application. 
Such changes may make the children of the 
family eligible for reduced price meals, or for 
additional benefits such as free meals and 
milk if the family income falls at or below the 
levels shown above. 


In the operation of child feeding programs, 


no child will be discriminated against 
because of race, sex, color, or national origin. 


Each school and the office of the principal 


has a copy of the complete policy which may 
be reviewed by any interested party.

State Rep. Forrest Green Sunday dedicated 


a Texas Historical Marker at Corsicana's old 
Fire Station No. 2 and told the group 
assembled for the brief dedication and un- 
veiling ceremony that the role of firemen is 
an ever important one. 


He noted that monuments, such as the one 


on the courthouse lawn, were erected many 
years ago to honor firemen, and that firemen 
should continued to be honored for their work 
and dedication.

Accepting the marker on behalf of the 


citizens of Corsicana was Mayor H.R. Stroube 
Jr., and Fire Chief Duane Womack unveiled 
the plaque. The opening prayer was given by 
Mrs. Euin Frank. 


Bobby Ross, chairman of the Navarro 


County Historical Society, presided at the 
dedication, and he introduced Mrs. Wyvonne 
Putman, 
executive 
secretary 
of 
the 


organization, who compiled the historical 
material submitted to the State Marker 
Committee. 


According to Mrs. Putman, Fire Station No. 


2 was built in 1902 and used by the volunteer 
fire department until 1924. Located at 1101 W. 
5th Avenue and presently occupied by The 
Sketch Box, it is the only building still stan- 
ding symbolic of the firefighters who 
protected Corsicana for 45 years. 


The historical marker, which stands next to 


the entrance to The Sketch Box, reads: 


"The Corsicana Fire Department was 


organized In December, 1879; with J.J. 
Strupper as chief. Volunteer firefighters 
carried buckets before acquiring hand and 
horse-drawn equipment. Fire Station No. 1, 
located at City Hall, was first occupied In 1892 
by Chief F.N. Drane, who supervised drilling 
of artesian wells to supply water. Fire Station 
No. 2 was built in 1902 as a substation for West 
Corsicana. In 1924, after protecting lives and 
property for 45 years, the volunteer system 
was replaced by the City Fire Department, 
which continued to use this building until 
1926."
